TH EY MAY I, IN D . 
C hinese troin S eattle, via Itrltisli C olum ­ 
bia, to be A dm itted . 
W ash in g to n , November 21st.—Assistant 
Secretary Maynard telegraphed to the 
Collector oi Customs at San* Francisco to­ 
day as follows : 
" Referring to the case of the Chinese la­ 
borers from Seattle, on the American vessel 
Queen of the Pacific, via Victoria, B. C., 
and your telegram of November 15th, that 
the steamship company represent that the 
United States Courts have decided that 
Chinese laborers embarking on an Ameri­ 
can vessel at an American port, bound for 
another American port, are not prohibited 
from landing at the latter port, under the 
Chinese Exclusiun Act, although the vessel 
touches or stops at an intervening foreign 
port, if such a decision has been made the 
laborers on the Queen of the Pacific may 
be permitted to laud, if the Collector is 
satisfied that they embarked at Seattle and 
did not leave the ship until its arrival at 
Sau Francisco; and this decision muy be 
applied to all similar cases.” 


AN EA R LY STA R T. 
T he 
H ouse A pp rop riatio n s C om m ittee 
A lread y a t W ork. 
W AsntNGTON.November 21st.—The mem­ 
bers of the Appropriations Committee held 
their Jfirst meeting to-day, preliminary to 
the assembling of the Fiftieth Congress in 
second session. As Chairman llandall was 
not feeling well enough to attend, Con­ 
gressman Sayers presided. The committee 
had before them the Treasury estimates for 
the District of Columbia, fortifications and 
sundry civil bill, submitted by courtesy in 
advance of the regular time. The first 
budget was referred to a special commit­ 
tee.The sub committee in charge of the for­ 
tification bill will probably get at it the 
last of the week, and it is the expectation 
Of the committee, no less than their de­ 
sire, that the District and fortification bills 
wdl be ready to submit to the House at 
the beginning of the session. 
The sundry bill is quite voluminous and 
will require fully three weeks’ considera­ 
tion. The full committee will not meet 
again until one of the bills is ready for re­ 
port by the sub-committee. 


H ER O ISM R EW A R D E D . 
G ov ern m en t M edals B estow ed on D eserv­ 
ing L ife-Savers. 
W ash in g to n , November 21st.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury has awarded a gold 
medal to Wm. A. Harris, of Sau Bernar­ 
dino, Cal., from rescuing Harry Willis from 
drowning in the Pacific Ocean, near Santa 
Margarita creek, in August, 188(3. Also, to 
Private James Manning of the Sixth U. 8. 
Infantry for saving Private Edmonds of 
the same regiment from drowningat Grand 
Kapids Crossing, U. T., in June, 1886, a 
silver medal, and likewise to Private John 
Coyle of the Twenty-second U. S. Infantry 
for saving the life of a lady in Yellowstone 
Park in August last. 


T H E NUTM EG STA TE. 
R esu lt of th e O fficial C anvass of C onnec­ 
ticu t V otes. 
H a rtfo rd (Conn.), November 21st.—The 
official canvass of the vote of Connecticut 
gives Cleveland a majority of 346. For 
Governor, Morris (Dem.) ha’s a plurality of 
1,415, but under the legal requirement that 
the majority of all the votes cast are neces­ 
sary for election, no choice was made, and 
the Legislature, being Republican, will 
elect Bulkley, a Republican. The Con­ 
gressional delegation stands: Republicans 
3, Democrats 1. 


M ORK CALLERS. 
G en eral 
H arriso n 
V isited by M any 
frie n d s Y esterday. 
In d ia n a p o lis, November 21st. — The 
President-elect had a large number of 
callers to-day, among them a hundred or 
more delegates attending the annual meet­ 
ing ol the Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F. The 
more prominent out-of-town callers during 
the day were Governor-elect Mellett and 
Delegate O. S. Lifford of Dakota, General 
James M. Shackelford of Evansville, and 
State Senators S. P. Thompson and Rain- 
sella of Indiana. While not receiving 
callers General Harrison was busily engaged 
upon his correspondence. 


T H E U AY TIA N A F F A IR . 
G ov ern m en t O tiiclals T hin k th e Seized 
S team er W ill be K eleaeed. 
W ash in g to n , November 21st.—Inquiry 
at the State and Navy Departments to-day 
develops no further news from the troubles 
at Hayti and Peru. Commodore Walker, 
Chief of Navigation, stated that he believed 
that the Haytian Government would sur­ 
render the American vessel, Haytian Re­ 
public, which they had seized and confis­ 
cated, as soon as they could get it into their 
heads that the United States meant busi­ 
ness, and that Captain Ramsey, commander 
of the Boston, would enforce his demand 
by force, if necessary. He believed that 
the next letter from Captain Ramsey will 
convey the information that the vessel has 
been given up. 
T H E K N IG H TS. 
T h e G en eral A ssem bly to in v estig ate 
B a rry ’s C harges. 
In d ia n a p o lis, November 2lst.—It was 
decided by the Genera! Assembly to-day to 
appoint a committee to investigate and re­ 
port on the charges against Powderly and 
other general officers. 
The report of the Committee of Law and 
action thereon occupied the remainder of 
the forenoon session. It contained noth­ 
ing of importance. 
Mrs. J. M. Barry introducen a resolution 
to place the General Assembly on record as 
being in favor of compulsory education, 
and looking to the adoption of measures 
for agitation on the question. She further 
desirtd action by the Jocal Assemblies. 
Barry is stili in the city. He will begin 
active operations on the stump for his new 
Order with a lecture in this city on Satur­ 
day night, and will follow it up by an ad­ 
dress in Cincinnati on Sunday night. To 
an Associated Press correspondent, con­ 
cerning the late action of the Convention, 
he said : 
"By the action of the General Assembly 
in conferring npon the General Master 
Workman the autocratic powers of the 
Czar, the goal of Powderly’s ambition has 
been reached, ft remains to be seen 
whether the people who hold membership 
in the Knights of Labor will quietly sub­ 
mit to the action taken by their repre­ 
sentatives in handing over to the Czar of 
their own creation all the rights and privi­ 
leges oi their own American manhood. It 
is no longer an organization of freemen, 
but one that invites voluntary servitude on 
the part of its members.”

N ew Y’o rk , November 21st.—A year ago 
last July Andrew J. Baker, a wealthy

Baker 
died recently at Cannes, in France. He 
left as heirs two sons and a married daugh­ 
ter.

R A IL R O A D T R A F FIC . 
T he D ifferent A ssociations U rged to A dopt 
U niform R ules. 
C hicago, November 21st.—It is shown bv 
the official report of the conference be­ 
tween the representatives of the Transcon­ 
tinental, Central Traffic and Trunk Lines 
at St. Louis that the representatives of 
Eastern lines desired to remedy existing 
evils on the Pacific Coast, and a committee 
on Pacitic Coast Traffic was appointed. The 
committee reported that the conditions 
which unavoidably affected revenues from 
the enstbound passenger traffic from the 
Pacific Coast was attributable to the fact 
that representatives on the Coast impro­ 
perly received and disbursed funds for the 
purpose of securing business, and recom­ 
mended that ai! lines adopt such restrictions 
as would secure uniform action, and that 
each Association take np the subject and 
consider it separately in the hope that some 
uniform action may be icached in the near 
future and that an Association agreeing 
upon uniform rules should receive the co­ 
operation of all the others. 


A B RU TE A T BAY. 
S en satio u al M urd er by u D ru n ken G iant

D a n v ille (111). November 21st.—John 
Armstrong, 6 feet 6 inches in bight, and of 
corresponding herculean build, is hiding 
in a coal mine near here, having committed 
a cold blooded murder on Monday night. 
He was engineer lor the Grape Creek Coal 
Company, and also kept boarders. 
Monday night he had a drunken quarrei 
with his wife, who attempted to prevent 
him from whipping one of the boarders. 
He threw the woman to the floor and was 
about to beat her, when Joseph H. Glas­ 
gow, his particular chum, interfered to 
save Mrs. Armstrong. The drunken giant 
at once shot him dead, and going outside 
started for the mine, exchanging shot3 
with the officers who tried to arrest him. 
Two miles south he told a miner what 
he had done, aud said he would also kill 
two others whom he named. He then de­ 
scended a shaft with which he is well ac­ 
quainted, and no one has so far dared to 
venture down to capture him.

THE HYDRAULIC M INING COMMISSION. 


The Hydraulic Mining Commission or­ 
dered by Congress is about to meet and 
organize to inquire into the debris ques­ 
tion. 
The people of the valley generally 
look upon the creation of the Commission 
as unwise, and liable to cause the re­ 
opening of an issue that the Courts, Fed­ 
eral anti State, have settled against hy­ 
draulic mining. 
Rut since the Commis­ 
sion has been created, and regrets that 
possibly the whole ground is to be gone 
over before it are useless, it behooves val­ 
ley interests to secure aide and constant 
representation at all the sessions of the 
Commission qualified and empowered to 
present fully and fairly the anti-hydraulic 
mining side of the case. 
This cannot be 
•lone effectively without concert of action 
on the part of the people of all the coun­ 
ties affected by the deposition of hydraulic 
mining debris in the tributaries of the 
Feather, Yuba and Sacramento rivers. 
The people of the hydraulic mining re­ 
gions, as we understand them, will not in­ 
sist that the former system of mining, 
against which the Courts have held, can 
be pursued without modification; but they 
will hold that a system of using hydraulic 
streams upon auriferous bearing banks of 
earth may lie prosecuted that will not in­ 
volve menace or injury to the lands along 
tire rivers or the navigation of the latter. 
Precisely what that system is to he, unless 
it is retention of the debris behind dams 
constructed across canyon mouths and de­ 
pressions of land in the mountains and 
foothills, is not set forth. 
Whatever it is 
must tie speculative. 
Kngincct ing science 
may declare that in theory continuation of 
hvdraul ic mining and complete retention 
of the matter that is destructive of river 
navigation and individual interests along 
the free water ways, and that has lifted the 
beds of the tributaries until they are in 
some cases of a precipitous character, is 
possible. 
But the people of the valley 
will scarcely he convinced by theory that 
any such system is practicable, or that the 
fine silt and sand from the hydraulic mines, 
which have filled the Sacramento river to 
such an extent as 
to 
raise its bed 
at 
Sacramento 
twenty 
feet 
in 
the 
last 
twenty-five 
years, 
can 
be separated from the overflowing waters 
and wholly retained in settling reservoirs. 
We apprehend that the investigation will 
clearly establish—for such is the fact— 
that the very class of matter which has in­ 
jured the Sacramento river in its lower 
reaches, is precisely the matter that cannot 
he retained behind dams permitting any 
overflow whatever. 
W hile we do not understand that the 
Commission is instructed to inquire into 
flic feasibility of restoring and preserving 
the navigability of the rivers, yet there is 
a question inseparably connected with the 
restoration and preservation problem that 
attaches to the hydraulic mining inquiry. 
1 hat is, the effect upon the rivers of the 
heavier and coarser deposits already in the 
tributaries and the upper reaches of feed­ 
ers of the Sacramento, and whi h deposits 
came from and are now far below the 
mines; whether that matter is not, unless 
restrained, certain to work its way down 
into the main stream even when hydraulic 
mining wholly ceases, and whether that 
calamity can be averted. 
It is the unani- 
lii is sentiment in the valley that it is the 
duty of the Government to conserve the 
navigability of the Sacramento and the 
l eather rivers, to prevent any further in­ 
jury to them and to remedy that already 
done by systems of treatment such as are 
known to he feasible by engineering skill. 
Rut the sentiment is equally strong in the 
valley and among all dispassionate people, 
who have examined the matter, that no 
Government work whatever, looking to 
the improvement of the river and intended 
to protect it from further encroachment bv 
the slickens, cobbles, gravel and coarse 
sand now in the canyons and below them, 
shall be made a pretext for the renewal of 
the washing down of the hills and sending 
•hem with the current to till the channels 
and endanger low lands ; that is to say, it 
will be intolerable to have Government 
restraining works used ;ts a shield behind 
which a practice may lie renewed that the 
Courts have, in accordance with the dic­ 
tates of wisdom and the rule of the 
law,

nuisance of such a character as to justify 
the issuance of judical mandate to restrain 
and put an end to it. 
It is difficult to see, 
we repeat, how it will be possible for the 
Commission to examine into the hydraulic 
mining question and not receive testimony 
upon and consider the relation of the river 
»o the deposits already below the mines, 
and that are there a menace irresj>eclive 
of the ultimate fate of hydraulic mining. 
The Federal Government has recognized 
the fact of such menace by refusing to jier- 
niit Federal appropriations to be used for 
the protection and restoration of the rivers 
until the cause of their damage has ceased 
its activity—indeed, the law creating the 
Commis-ion is susceptible of interpreta­ 
tion that will justify recommendations 
upon the subject suggested independent of 
the judgment of the Commissioners upon 
the claims of hydraulic interests. 
But whatever the scope of the inquiry 
alwut to be entered upon, it Ls imperative 
that the agricultural counties and all who 
are interested in the preservation of the 
navigability of the chief stream of the 
State should be represented liefore the 
Commission, and have authority and means 
to introduce before 
it 
any testimony 
deemed essential. 
We may rest assured 
that the hydraulic mining interests will 
be fully and ably represented. They will 
leave no stone unturned to impress Ihe 
Commissioners with their views and con­ 
vince thorn that it is jossible to permit 
hvdrau’i mining to lie renewed without 
endangering river and valley interests. 
The Anti-Debris Association, 
with its 
headquarters at Marysville, will surely 
appear and make a good showing, hut all 
the valley counties should co-ojierate with 
it. 
The truth as to the effects of hy­ 
draulic mining, the physical facts, the 
past history of the rivers and their pres­ 
e n t condition—these are what should le 
•clearly presented before the inquiring 
bodv. But we cannot be assured that it 
will be done exhaustively and property

Th e erroneous idea has prevailed that 
the triumph of the Government in its 
suit against the Bell Telephone Company 
would he of especial benefit to the score of 
inventors whose machines infringe upon 
the Bell patent. 
W hat was decided was 
that the Government may bring and main­ 
tain actions for the annulment of patents, 
on allegations of fraud practiced upon the 
Government in the original granting of 
the franchise. This is so obviously a just 
decision, proceeding as it does upon the 
doctrine that fraud vitiates all contracts, 
that the wonder is that any one could have 
looked for a different ruling by the Court. 
As to the “ infringers,” they are not bene­ 
fited, liecause the most of the actions for 
infringement have been decided in favor 
of the Bell Com-.anv. 


After a long delay, the election officers 
in Virginia manage to figure up 1,500 ma­ 
jority for the Democratic Electors. If the 
Republican vote 
had been free there 
would have been a very different result. 
As it is, the victory is a poor and shriveled 
one for the Democrats, and will go down 
into history with the grave suspicion at­ 
taching that it is not free from fraud. 
Mahone and Wise contend that the State 
is Republican, and that hut for manipula­ 
tion of the withheld returns it would be 
so recorded; and there are strong reasons 
for reposing faith in this claim. 


I f the Cabinet-makers will give Gen­ 
eral IlarrLson “ a rest,” it is probable that 
he will be abie to choose his counselors 
just as well. 
As the Indianapolis News 
puts it, he is capable of the task, has a 
clear idea of what he wants to do, and has 
a hatred of bosses and self-opinionated 
people. He is not likely, therefore, to be 
influenced by self-appointed advisers, who 
think they can name the gentlemen he 
should call to his Cabinet.

An altogether remarkable young woman, 
a Brahm an’s widow, is to lecture in this 
city to-morrow night, the last lecture she 
w ill deliver in Am erica in aid of her noble 
m ission, one that appeals to every sym pa­ 
thetic heart regardless of creed or sect. H er 
story cannot be w ell told briefly, but it 
m ay be outlined. 
It has som e relation, by 
the way, to that strange being who nearly 
four years ago spent som e weeks in Sacra­ 
m ento, the Brahman Gopalrao Vinayak 
Joshee, and excited, while here, so much 
of interest, and who proved all and just 
what he claim ed he was. 
One m orning a H indu fam ily, Brahmin 
high-castes, on a religious 
pilgrimage, 
paused on the banks of the sacred river 
Godavari. 
A fine-looking 
and 
learned 
m an, Auanti Shastri, came there to bathe. 
The father of the fam ily, though he had 
never seen 
him before, gave 
him his 
daughter of nine years to be his wife. 
The 
husband carried ner away resolved to edu­ 
cate her, liespite H indu prejudices to the 
’contrary. 
H e began to teaeli her Sanskrit, 
but his relatives interfered. 
H e fled with 
her to the forests in the m ountains, to be 
free from social influences. 
W hile the 
child slept upon the ground be watched 
and kept the wild beasts at bay that snarled 
about their camp-fire 
A hut was built, 
and there the child wife’s education went 
on. In a few years, when she was a woman, 
there came children, a son and two daugh­ 
ters. 
Had there been no son she would 
have been despised and possibly an outcast, 
such is the cruelty o f the Brahm an’s social 
law. J'he lather had become famous as a 
Brahman priest and pundit, and the m oun­ 
tain hom ebecom e theohjective point for pil­ 
grimages by the pious. 
One of the daugh­ 
ters, the youngest, born in 1858, was Raiu- 
abai. Her m other became her teacher; she 
was quick, endowed by nature with intellec­ 
tual tendencies and desires. She grew m en­ 
tally with wonderful rapidity, and became 
“ a prodigy of erudition.” 
Just before she 
was sixteen her father first and m other 
next died, in extrem e poverty, and the girl 
and her brother aided by two com passion­ 
ate Brahm ans carried the m other’s body- 
three m ilts to the burning ghat for crem a­ 
tion. 
The brother and sister set out upon 
extended travels, preaching the need for 
female education, and that by the eleva­ 
tion of woman the social scale of their 
land 
would 
be 
raised. 
They 
had 
intense love of country, though deploring 


sands o f these mere children never knew 
pleasure, and realize life only as a degrada­ 
tion and period of infinite injustice, misery 
and bitter cruelly. 
No more deplorable 
condition can fail to the lot of hum an be­ 
ings—slaves aie princes compered to them

its cruel superstitions and merciless social 
edicts. The young girl and Sanskrit scholar 
attracted attention ; 
she became famous ; 
she was sum m oned before the pundits of 
Calcutta, and as result was endowed with 
tbe distinguished 
title 
Sarasvati. 
Her 
brother died, but she kept on in her m is­ 
sion of hum anity. She married Medhavi, 
a Bengali gentlem an, a graduate of tbe 
Calcutta University; 
neither believed in 
either H induism or Christianity. They were 
very happy, but in nineteen m onths she 
was a widow with one cfiild, a daughter, 
whom she named Manorama (Heart’s Joy). 
The widow clung to her self-im posed m is­ 
sion advocating the freeing of the enslaved 
women of India. 
Her work was heard of 
in England, and presently all through 
Hindustan. 
Then she formed a society for 
the am elioration of the condition of her 
countrywomen, and 
when 
tbe English 
Educational Commission visited India she 
led the 300 members of her society, high- 
caste Brahman wom en, betore the body, 
and delivered an oration in behalf of her 
cause. 
The Commission was surprised and 
its exam ination led it to shower com pli­ 
m ents upon Pundita Ramabai's work w ith­ 
out lim it. 
H er plea for wom en-physicians 
reached the (¿ueen and as a result a powerful 
society was organized in England to supply 
women doctors for the wom en o f India, 
for a H indu wom en w ill not confide her 
bodily ills to a man and as a result myriads 
die whose lives m ight be prolonged and 
miseries alleviated. 
Ramabai now deter­ 
m ined to go to England and be trained 
for educational work. 
It was a bold stroke 
for a Hindu woman and m ight have cut 
her off utterly from recoguitioti am ong her 
people. 
She took her little daughter and 
sailed for Liverpool. 
She was received by 
the Sisters of St. Mary’s H om e Wantage. 
There she became convinced of the errors 
of her religion and was baptized and con­ 
firmed a m ember of tbe Church of England, 
September, 1883. 
She gave a year to tbe 
study of English, and then entered the 
Ladies' College at Cheltenham and was 
created Professor of Sanskrit. 
In 1886 she received an invitation to at­ 
tend the graduation in m edicine of her 
friend Mrs. Anandibai Joshee at Philadel­ 
phia. 
Botli were from the sam e city, 
Poona. Mrs. Joshee was the first to leave 1 
dia, Ramabai tbe second. The first adhered 
to Brahm anism , the second embraced Chris­ 
tianity. 
Both had devoted their lives to 
the amelioration of their sex in India. 
Gopal Joshee, the Brahman, when in Sac­ 
ramento, was on the road to witness the 
graduation of his wife. 
The m oney was 
raised in this city to pay his way. 
The 
wife was a remarkable woman, but 21 when 
graduated a physician. 
She awakened 
great interest in the East, and was admired 
and respected on all sides for her talents 
and sweetness of disposition. 
Joahee, who 
had left a position in the postal service to 
come to America for his wife, returned 
with her to India October, 18S6. 
She was 
at once appointed Physician-in-Charge of 
the female ward of the Albert Edward H os­ 
pital, Kolhapur, India. 
But as she bad ad­ 
hered to her Brabm auistic custom s of vege­ 
table diet w hile in the United States, her 
health failed. 
She sickened in Febru­ 
ary, 1887, and died in her native city of 
Poona February 2Gth. 
Even in so short 
tim e she had so wou her way that ortho­ 
doxy broke down before respect for her 
and the priests allowed her to be cremated 
in the “sacred fire,” and they officiated at 
the cerem ony, though by leaving India, 
touching Christians and taking food from 
them she had offended against the rigorous 
laws of Brahm anism . 
Tbe Indian papers 
of Poona eulogized tbe heroic little woman 
as one of the historic women o f the land 
and paid her tributes rarely bestowed upon 
her sex in that land. 
In the m eantim e Ran-.abai having come 
to America for the purpose stated, was so 
pleased with it that she remained and for 
nearly two years at the East prosecuted her 
pursuit for knowledge and her schem e to 
begin the redemption from bondage of the 
child-widows of India. 
She had great suc­ 
cess. and - Ramabai Associations” were 
formed, the chief of which has the co­ 
operation of broad-minded H indu gentle­ 
m en, who have been brought to see that 
the elevation of woman m eans the enno 
bling of men and the freeing of society 
from the shackles of debasing superstition. 
At the head of that association is Edward 
Everett Hale, with such m en 
as 
Dr. 
Lyman 
Abbott, 
Dr. 
Phillips 
Brooks, 
and 
such 
women 
as 
Frances 
E. 
W illard, Rachel L. Bodley and Mrs. Elliott 
Russell, associated with him . 
In San 
Francisco a sim ilar association has for its 
President Irving M. Scott, and for his aids 
Professor George Davidson. Mrs. Sarah B. 
Cooper, Rev. Dr. Stebbins, John F. Swift, 
Miss Sarah Ü. H am lin, Charles A. Mur­ 
dock, Rev. Dr. McKenzie, L. H . Boneatell, 
L. L. Baker, Dr. McNutt, Ira P. Rankin 
and others. 
Seventy-five thousand dollars 
are needed for her work, and of this $55.000 
has been pledged. 
A work on “ The H igh- 
Caste H indu W om an,” by Ramabai, is in 
its tenth thousand, and, being printed pri­ 
vately, all its sales go to sw ell the fund. 
It is one of the most profoundly thrilling 
of books. 
Every American w ho reads it 
respects tbe women of America and the 
station they occupy, feels his blood course 
with indignant heat throngh his veins at 
its revelations of wrong, cruelty, slavery 
and outrage perpetrated upon the H indu 
wom en. 
There are in India 20.930.626 widows 
of all castes. 
Of these, 78,976 are un- 
under 9 years of age. and 207.388 between 
10 and 14. 
These are the virgin widows. 
There are 382,736 between 15 and 19, in all 
669,100 of the nearly 21,000,000 are under 
19. 
The H indu wom an is m arrkd at from 
5 to 9, and goes to her bnsband, if at all, 
at 14. 
On his death, formerly, his widows 
went to the funeral pyre and'attained im ­ 
m ortality by dving with him . 
But Eng­ 
land abolished the suttee. Tbe litter state 
of the widows is not bettered. They are con­ 
sidered evil in all respects; they are "The 
gates of h ell.” 
Clothed in a single gar­ 
m ent, w ith shaven heads, and confined in 
the dark and remote parts of the resilience, 
they are spit upon, beaten and reviled as 
the cause of all ills to the household, and 
in desperation som e seek suicide, and risk 
thereby—by their belief—annihilation. 
If 
r. man going on a journey m eets one of 
these w hite figures, h e turns back. 
If one 
crosses the man's path as he goes to busi­ 
ness. he abandons it. 
Hundreds of thou- 


snperstition is that only by these marriages 
is there hope for these wretches. 
They are 
not taught to read or w rite; knowledge is 
kept from them , and the basest ignorance 
is their lot. 
The birth of a girl is cause for 
the m other losing favor and suffering the 
taunts and sneers and persecutions of soci­ 
ety, unless a son has preceded the daugh­ 
ter. 
Should the son die the innocent 
female babe is regarded as the cause aud 
henceforth her path is one o f thorns. 
The 
Proverbs of H indus read: 
“ Never put your trust in w om en.” 
“ W oman is the chief gate to h ell.” 
“ W hat are fetters to m en—w om en.” 
" W oman is a great whirlpool of suspi­ 
cion, a dw elling place of vices, a hindrance 
in the way of heaven." 
“ W hat is cruel ?— the heart of a viper. 
W hat is more 
cruel ?—the heart of a 
woman. 
W hat is cruelest of all?—the 
heart of a soilless, penniless w idow.” 
Ananta, Ramabai's 
father, 
gave her 
eldest sister in childhood in marriage to a 
boy. 
Tbe lad, it was agreed, was to stay 
and be educated in her hom e. 
But his 
parents took him away at once. 
H e grew 
up 3 dunce, the girl into a bright aud ac­ 
com plished wom an. 
Thirteen years after 
the husband came to claim his wife, a 
stranger to him . 
The parents’ hearts were 
wrung with aDguish : the wife loathed the 
worthless fellow and refused him . 
He 
sued in a British Court, and as England has 
agreed to enforce the customs o f India, or 
not to interfere with them, the woman was 
ordered to be given over to the m an. 
For­ 
tunately death soon relieved her from her 
slavery. 
The case of Rukhmabai excited all Eng­ 
land. aud brought from Max M ailer that 
spendid letter of indignant protest in the 
Loudon Time». August 22, 1887. 
She was 
betrothed as au infant to a boy. 
She was 
brought up w ell, educated, refined, ami 
learned to despise 
social and religious 
bigots. 
But her father died, and then came 
the man she had never seen to claim her as 
his wife. 
She resented the claim , holding 
that as she was incapable of consenting in 
:ufancy, there had been no valid mar­ 
riage. 
The 
man 
sued. 
An English 
Court 
gave 
her judgm ent. 
But 
the 
bigots threatened England and rose up 
in rage. 
The case went up on appeal and 
it was sent back to be adjudged by H indu 
law. 
The wom an went to State prison 
rather than to live w ith the man she 
loathed. 
Her letter of protest, quoted by 
Max Muller, is one of the m ost pitiful, 
tragic and heart-stirring wails of woe and 
bitter protests of innocence against outrage 
that we have ever read. 
Pundita Ramabai’s plan, approved by 
all judgm ents 
in America, is to estab­ 
lish 
schools 
for 
the 
child 
widows 
where they m ay be taught self-helpful­ 
ness and to support them selves ; to educate 
them w ithout interfering with their re­ 
ligion. 
Thus they can be induced to leave 
their slave-pens, which they can do if 
there is refuge for them w ithout fear of 
abandoning the only hope of im m ortality 
of which they have any knowledge. 
The 
Christian who wants to turu them his way 
first, fails because they are ignorant and 
know nothing of his religion. 
Ramabai's 
Man is that of com m on sense, aud she be- 
ieves tbht in five or six yearn thousands of 
these wom en cau be educated aud become 
agencies for the 
rapid 
regeneration of 
H indu society. 
W hat an appeal is hers ? 
H ow w ell we 
know what wonderful progress cau be 
made under education—and by the way 
what a rebuke to English society is this ap­ 
peal to Am ericans iu behalf of the child 
widows of India over whom an English 
Queen-Empress rules. A ll Ramabai wants 
to do is to m ake her Brahman sisters free 
to learn to work,to help themselves, to read, 
to write, to do as other free women m ay, to 
become teachers, workers and deed doers 
am ong their own and thus take away the 
stigm a that now attaches to them justas the 
light of knowledge everywhere banishes 
the night of error and wrong. 
It is fair to 
say for England, however, that m any noble 
men and wom en, titled and not, are labor­ 
ing with Ramabai. 
Thus, to the appeal of 
Mary Carpenter, Parliam ent 
has estab­ 
lished several schools for the wom en of 
India, open to every caste. But they fail in 
giving the high-caite widow any hope of 
help if she abandons her relatives; forlorn, 
penniless, with a single garment, and that 
upon her body, her head shaved, the object 
of scorn, what is she to look forward 
to 
for 
sustenance, 
when 
the 
Eng­ 
lish 
scholarship 
guarantees 
her 
but 
$20 or $25 
a 
year 
for 
her 
support? 
Then, too, the rigors of caste must be re­ 
spected in these cases, w hile in the En­ 
glish schools the 
castes 
are 
m ingled. 
W om en doctors, too, are needed, and be­ 
cause of superstition aud prejudice against 
the m ale doctor for the woman, the whole 
race of H indu wom en is degenerating by 
disease and its transmission, and conse­ 
quently the 
children 
born are 
grow­ 
ing less in vigor and weaker in health. 
Ramabai has translated our school-books, 
and studied the kindergarten system as 
m eans to aid the great moral enterprise on 
which she w ill enter on her arrival at Poo- 
nah in December. 
The guarantee of right 
U3e of the means raised is in the association 
named, and the co-operators am ong H indu 
gentlem en of integrity who constitute the 
Indian branch of the executive boards.

A N ew U se fo r S u g a r. 
The French Ministry of Agriculture has 
recently had a number of tests made which 
all go to show that meat can be preserved 
by sugar in a much more satisfactory man­ 
ner than by salt. The salt is somewhat 
chea¡ier, but its effect is to destroy to quite 
a degree the nutritive qualities of the 
meat with which it is brought into con­ 
tact ; while if meat is packed in powdered 
sugar a coating is formed over the outside, 
the juices of the meat are retained, and 
not the least harm results. 
When sugar- 
preserved meat is to lie used, all that is 
necessary is the soaking of it in water, 
which sjieedily removes whatever traces 
there may be of the preserving substance. 
It is thought that the result of this inves­ 
tigation may lead in time to important 
changes in the meat-preserving industry.— 
Merchants Journal.
